Before this last war, few peo- 
ple had heard the term, but the 
psycho-analyst,. the sume man 
under another name,: enjoyed 
considcrable publicity. ; 


‘Paychiatry came from Anmicti- 
cn; but in'the Services, after the 
outbreak of war, the psy¢hin- 
trist was well established and 
quickly flourished and multi- 
plied. 


Ex-Sarvicemen J:now all about 
the psychiatrist und have little, 
if any, use for him; they call 
him a “trick cyclist.” 


There are, of course, many 
good ones, but on the other hand 
there are even more not so good, 
though doubtless all are men 
with good intentions. 


What is he? . 


OW, what is a psychiatrist, 
and what docs ne do? Te 
is a specialist in mental (or 
psychotic) and neurasthenic (or 
psycho-neurotic) disorders, and 
by the science and training: he 
has acquired undartakes to ivok 
{nto a person’s mind and follow 
its workings, and if he thinks 
there is something ‘‘not normal” 
to classify the trouble and pos. 
sibly put it right. 

He mny be quite a young fel- 
low. with little or no experience 
of the world, but that does not 
deter him from exercising all 
his book-lore in judging his fci- 
low men and women. 

There is nothing to stop a civi- 
lian who chooses to spend his or 
her money from consulting a 
psychiatrist as to some real or 
imagined ailment.

FTER all, it is, or was, a free 
country and a man may spend 
what spare cash he may happen to

American opinion, which » ad- 
mitiedly is largely tentative pending 
the setling of the date for the peace 
conference, now’ shapes up as 
follows: 

It Is still “hoped” that the United 
Natlons will prove an unqualified 
success and that the world organisa- 
tlon will be capable of guiding Japan 
In, the post-conference era, Events, 
however, indicate that a second 
course should be available in the 
event that the authority of — the 
Unlted Nations cannot’ be estabilsh- 
ed. 

Such a course presumably would 
mean that the United States would 
have to assume major responsibility 
for the execution of the terms of 
peace. : 

One Suggestion 

Onc tentative suggestion has been 
made that Chino and the Western 
Allies, Including the United States, 


‘Australia and the United Kingdom, 


might assume. a relationship, with 
Japan somewhat similar to’: that 
which now exists between the 
United. States and the Phillippines 
Republic. 

The Phillppines-American agrec- 
ments, it will be recalled, make the 
United States largely responsible 
for guaranteeing the territorial ond 
financlat integrity of the islands. 

Japan has: no armed foréts and 
has pledged herself by her new con- 
stitution _.to_a_ policy of_.complete 
pacifism, it fs pointed out, and hence 
some organ must be found to assist 
the Japanese in event of an attack 
by on nggressive nation. i 

The United Nations would be the 
organ, but if it proves to be In- 
effective the United States must 
take the lead in finding some sub- 
stitute, And any substitute group 
could hardly include. Russia in view 
of the clear confilct between Amerl~ 
can and Soviet Ideologies. 

ASIA BATTLEGROUND 

There is on increasing bellef here 
that Japan, together with Korea, will 
be the chief. battleground in Asia in 
any continuation of the present war 
of nerves between the United States 
and the Soviet Union, and Americans 
here nre détermined to yield no part 
of the advantage they gained as a 
result of the vastly Jominant role the 
United States played: Jn the defeat of 
Nippon.
